THE PRIME MINISTER 
here indicated a complete re- 
versal of the attitude which 
followed the last war when 
Britain and her allies, having 
allowed themselves to be 
gulled into a false sense of 
security, permitted the only 
nation which could renew the 
threat to world peace to 
rearm herself.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25 (Cen- 
tral). Mr. Winston Churchill's re- 
Terence to China in his denuncla- 
tion of Japan and his virtual de- 
mand tc put a stop to Japan's 
Southward Expansion during his 
world-wide broadcast has created 
a favourable Impression in Wash- 
ington, 


Competent observers here be- 
Neve that Mr. Churchill indirectly 
intimated that definite steps for 
collaboration between the Ui .ed 
States and Great Britain regard- 
ing the Far East generally and 
Japan’s threat to Thalland in 
particular had been arranged with 
President Roosevelt during their 
historic sea conference. 


Mr. Churchill's frank declara- 
Uon that Britain would support 
the United States in the event of 
war with Japan in the South 
Pacific is generally welcomed by 
Administration circles, although 
no details have been disclosed. 


THE CHINESE WAR 


Observers regard as the most 
significant Mr, Churchill’s first 
ditect reference to the Chinese 
War since the European hosttlittes 
and his emphasis of Japanese 
threat to Singapore, Manila, and

Soviet Russia also, when she was 
attackeq by Germany, took a 
serious view of the threat to Rus- 
sian interests crauseg by Gertnan 
activities in Iran. 

Towards the middle of July the 
British Government, realising that 
representations made to Teheran 
for many months past haa remain- 
ed without effect, instructeg the 
British Minister again to impress 
upon the Iranian Government, as a 
matter of the utmost gravity, the 
urgency of the need for taking im- 
mediate action, 

The German invasion of Soviet 
Russ‘a by extending the zone of 
hostilities to include one of the 
countries adjacent to Iran, had 
obviously greatly increased the 
necessity for an early settlement 
of this problem. 

The British Minister was accord- 
ingly instructed to press for a 
drastic reduction of the number 
of Germans who were permitted to 


‘remain In the country.

IRAN’S REPLY 

The Iranian Government's reply 
to the communications addressed 
to them on Aug. 16 shows they are 
not prepared to give adequate 
satisfaction to the recommenda- 
tions of the British and Soviet 
Governments in this important 
matter.
